and the total consumption or American 
wool reacted only 256,700,000, CTor 43,- 
000,000 less than Mr. Bynum states. 


Tho New York Tribune points oul 


another blunder tbe Indiana congress- 
man has made in bis effort to boom free 
trade in wcol. "The official returns show 
that the imports lafit year were 109,035,- 
902 pounde, and ihat 6,033,782 pounds 
previously imported were taken ont of 
warehiiUf e, so tbat tho entire consump- 
tion of foreign wool was less than 107,- 
000,000. 
It may be added that the con- 


sumption of foreign wool never has been 
more than about 112,000,000 pounds in 
any year.

country stands in importance next to the 
consumption of breadstuff, 
But this is 


true, however 
astonishing as it may 


seem. Hero aro some tigures—not guess- 
work figures—that will make a man o! 
sober habits think with B good deal ol 
seriousness. 
In 18JO tho consumption 


Ot malt liquors :a this country was 
23,310,8-13 gallons > reported by the 
United States canaue. In 1SSG the oon 
sumption had «rowa to tbe enormous 
amount of 50-12,907,720 gallons. Pat these 
figures in another shape. In iSiO '.ha 
consumption per head of tbe popula;ion 
was 1.36 gallons; in 1S8C it* was 11.38 


• gallons. During tho same period tbe 


nae o£ distilled spirits decreased from 
2 02 to 1.24 gallons pet head. 


The present annual cost to tho con- 


snmsr ot beer at 50 cents per gallon, ia 
placed by the census statisticians at 
$3M,852,C83r while the annual expendi- 
ture by tho consumers oC all kinds ot 
liquors is set down at $700,000,000. 
These totals are so large that they fail to 
produce a sufficiently distinct impression 
upon the mind of their real and startling 
magnitude.

YOIIK, May 1.—Tho Associated 


Press ia in receipt ot reports ol freshens 
from many points in Now England. These 
nitfproduccil by tao rapid meltinpr of snow 
in tho mountains, accumulated during tlio 
•vvintcr "blizznrd, and rerauuniis until tho 
past few duys of warm weather. Snow 
still lies three feet deep in tho woods in 
Vermont. No overwhelming damupo nor 
any loss of life is reported as yet. Tlio chief 
damtigo thus fur is in tho flooding oC 
meadows and other agricultural Inmls, nnd 
iu tho stoppage of mills. Tho suow has 
melted rapidly in tho Adiror.dacks, and tho 
Hudson river is rising und is above many 
of tho docks at Troy, N. Y.

of Melville V\r. Fuller for Chief Justice ol 
tlio United States Supreme Court. TLcrO' 
w:U bo no trouble about Mr. Fuller's con- 
firmation, aHliouprh tho Senate will not 
tako unbecoming Imsto in acting- upon tho 
nomination. It will go first to tho Commit- 
tee on tho Judiciary, which is composed of 
Messrs, Edtnuads, Hoar, Ingalls, Wilson 
(la.), 
Evarts, 
Pugh, Coke, Vest and 


Gcorgo. To nearly all of these gentlemen 
Mr. Fuller is personally known, and no ob- 
jection will bo raised to him on. tho Repub- 
lican side.

Fuller was particularly well-known, and 
Congressional and other fi-ionds of tho hon- 
ored Chicagoan are jubilant over tho nota- 
ble recognition of their favorite by tho 
President.

with as much demonstration of pleasure 
as ever cornos over that dignified body.
